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1. The Library shall be free to all residents of the 
School District over fourteen years of age, and to all pupils 
of the Grammar and High Schools. 

2. No person shall draw more than one book at a 
time. 

3. No person shall lend a book drawn from the Li- 
brary. 

4. A book must not be kept out more than two weeks ; 
and the drawing cannot be renewed more than once. 

5. No person will be permitted to draw a book while 
standing charged with another, or with fines or damages. 

6. Any person failing to return a book within the 
time above specified shall pay a fine of ten cents for each 
and every week thereafter until the same be returned. 

7. If a book be kept longer than four treeks, the 
Librarian shall send for it, and shall add ten cents to the 
fine under rule 6. 

8. Any person who shall lose, destroy, or for eight 
weeks fail to return a book, shall be liable for its value, and 
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if the book be one of a set, shall be liable for the value of 
the set. 

9. Any person charged with a book shall be liable for 
any injury to it until returned, the amount to be estimated 
bv the Librarian. 

10. When a book is drawn by a minor, his or her pa- 
rents or guardians shall be liable for any fines or damag(?s 
occurring under the above rules. 

11. The Library is open on all school days from 8 :30 
A. M., to 1 o'clock p. M. It is also open every Wednesday 
throughout the year from 4 to 5 o'clock p. m., for the con- 
venience of pupils and patrons in distant i)arts of the city.
